He had sailed 
many times from San Francisco to Vladivostok, In tfis 
Fall, 1946 , he had taken a number of Yugoslav 
repatriates from the United States) to Trieste, One 
night, while he was visiting the^oity, date unknown, 
he was picked up by Russian agents and taken to

jjubljanka Priaon in Moskva inhere he was eentenoed to
